Publications of the Department of State

I“W conclusions are more easily capable of demonstration than that the 

citizens of a democracy should be informed as to the external as well as 

the internal policies of their government. All intelligent voters will seek 
an understanding of the many problems of foreign trade, tariffs, interna- 
tional exchange, disarmament, prevention of war, and international coopera- 
tion for the prevention of disease which confront their state as a member 
of the family of nations. 

It used to be that while voluminous documents were available as to the 
domestic policy of a government, little information was officially vouchsafed 
in the way of current foreign policy. This was true of the United States 
as well as of European governments. [very department at Washington, 
save the State Department, printed an annual report. And thus, aside from 
the brief account of foreign affairs as found in the President’s annual mes- 
save to Congress, together with a few occasional publications and a yearly 
volume of Foreign relations or selections from the diplomatic correspondence 
now more than ten years in arrears, the American public was not taken into 
the confidence of the national government in matters of international policy. 

ln 1929, the State Department was persuaded by jurists and teachers of 
political science and law that the American public would welcome a more 
extensive publication program. An appropriation was secured, and the De- 
partment resumed the publication of Foreign relations devoting several 
volumes to each year in the period of 1914-1918. It also struck off the first 
volume of an authentic and comprehensive collection of all treaties to which 
the United States is a party. 

But still more important, the Department ':egan the publication of current 
material. Every month it issues a pamphlet of thirty to one hundred pages 
called Treaty Information giving the latest facts regarding the negotiation, 
signing, and ratification of all treaties in which our government takes an 
interest. The Department also makes special effort to publish the official 
text of a treaty immediately after the exchange of ratifications. This is done 
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in pamphlet form in what is called the Treaty Series. Another periodical, 
called Press Releases, published weekly, presents in convenient form the perti- 
nent facts regarding appointments to the foreign service, American partici- 
pation in international conferences, diplomatic negotiations, statements by 
the Secretary of State and other up-to-date information relating to Ameri- 
can foreign policy. Then, occasionally, the Department publishes the text 
of awards of international tribunals, reports of commissions, diplomatic 
memoranda, maps, and other sources of great value in the study of current 
foreign relations. 

These publications are indispensable aids to the student of international 
affairs. He should be able to find them in public libraries in even small com- 
munities. Say, for instance, the reader desires the official text of the pro- 
gram of our government before the Pan-American Conference now attended 
by Secretary Hull in Montevideo, or the report of Ambassador Welles on 
the revolt in Cuba, or the exchange of notes between President Roosevelt 
and Ambassador Litvinov on the occasion of the recognition of Soviet Rus- 
sia. Or, going back a few years, suppose he desires the exact words of 
Secretary Stimson in announcing our attitude toward Japanese aggression 
in Manchuria, or of President Hoover’s moratorium on inter-allied debts. 
He may recall references to these events in the newspapers, but unless his 
library keeps a permanent file of a great newspaper of record like the New 
York Times, it will be difficult to secure the text of such governmental docu- 
ments. And even then, bound copies of newspapers are awkward to handle, 
and, of course, cannot be cited as official sources. The information that he 
seeks can most readily be found in the Press Releases, Treaty Information, 
and other publications of the State Department. 

For reasons of economy, these periodicals have not been put on the free 
list of government documents. They are, however, sold at below cost of 
publication by the Superintendent of Documents in the Government Printing 
Office in Washington. Subscription to Treaty Information is one dollar 
per annum and to the Press Releases, two dollars. To receive the Treaty 
Series, which are issued irregularly, the subscriber should keep a deposit of 
a few dollars with the Government Printing Office. 

A list of all publications by the Department of State can be obtained on 
application to the Secretary of State in Washington. Finally, it should be 
added that back numbers of Treaty Information and Press Releases are still 
available, and that a library desiring a complete and convenient record from 


1929 to date, will bind, year by year, the successive numbers of these peri- 
odicals. 
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Treaties, of course, are the foundation of modern international relations. 
And yet, hitherto, it has been extremely difficult for any one not in intimate 
touch with the Department of State to secure satisfactory and current knowl- 
edge regarding American treaty-making. The current publications by the 
Department of State lately inaugurated make available this important in- 
formation even to the most humble citizen in the most remote parts of our 
country. Such a policy of publication is fully in line with the doctrine of 
“open covenants openly arrived at’—a policy highly desirable under a re- 
publican form of government. At the same time, the failure of any com- 
munity to avail itself of this information for the enlightenment of its citizens 
is nothing less than a reproach upon its civic spirit. 


* * * 


HE new edition of the internationally famous Minerva* differs radi- 
cally from its predecessors in one important respect. In order to ob- 
viate the necessity for very frequent revision of all parts of the work, 
the material included in the new edition has been divided into two great 
divisions. The first of these divisions is contained in the two volumes just 
published. This Part One covers research institutes, observatories, libraries, 
archives, museums, commissions, societies, and similar institutions of the 
world, with addenda and indexes of places and persons. Part Two, the pub- 
lication of which is expected sometime in 1934, will include in a second 
alphabet of place names information about technical schools, colleges, uni- 
versities, and other teaching organizations, but it is to be noted that observa- 
tories, libraries, and the like, connected with an educational institution, are 
listed in Part One rather than in Part Two. Compiler and publisher feel 
that the material included in Part One will need revision less frequently 
than that of Part Two, because it contains fewer names of persons, and that 
the potential advantage of having, as the compiler hopes, yearly revisions of 
Part Two makes the experiment worth while. 
lor the rest, the new Minerva remains, with some slight expansion, al- 
most identical with earlier editions. The high standards of scholarship 
evidenced in other editions are no less apparent in this one, and there is no 
risk in saying that Minerva will continue to be one of the most valuable, 
important, and, in its field, comprehensive, of all reference works.
